May 8, 1855—Ice formed and things froze 


generally. 


June 3, 1865—Considerable frost. 
May 31, 1856-Very heavy frost. 
April 21, 1857—Snow has been falling tor 


several days, and is now falling rapidly. 
Flowers are killed, and no leaves on the 
trees. 


May 7, 1857—(In Kentucky), white frost 


und trees all bare yei. 


April 5, 1859—Snowed all lest night and 


ice formed three-fourths of an inch 


April 17, 1859—Wonderful snow storm. 
July 30, 1859—Have 
had frost every 


month this summer. 


May 3, 1860—Ice nearly an inch thick 
Aug 14, 1860— White frost. 
April 16, 1801—Heavy frost, thermometer 


at 22 degrees. 


Muy 11,' 1864—Heavy and long snow 


storm 


May 4, 1867—Ice a quarter of an inch. 
April 12, 1869-Heavy frost, thick ice, 


ground covered with snow, and no sign 
of spring 


April 16, 1870—Snow four inches deep 
May 3, 1870—Thermometer 94 degrees in 


the shade. 


April 28, 1874—Snowing hard; no leaves, 


DO garden, "no nothing " 


April 17, 1375—Thermometer at 30 degs. 


Ice over an inch Ihick. 


May 13, 1878—Heavy frost. 
April 13, 1879—Easter; no gardens; no 


leaves; no flowers; no spring. 


April 12, 1880—Thick ice formed for sev- 


eral nigbls in succession; nearly an mcb 
formed lust night. 
So it will be seen that we are now hav- 


ing rather warm and pleasant weather, 
and that our spring is not so late after all. 
As to tbe mud—well, let that pass.

That Weatfeor Btword. 


EDS. REPUBLICAN:— In my article yes- 


terday concerning the weather I should 
have said that tbe records were made at 
various places In Indiana and Illinois, but 
none farther north than Bloomington nor 
farther south than Cincinnati, except the 
one case in Kentucky as stated in ray 
commvnioatlon 
In 1859, wben we bad 


so much snow, and when there was frost 
every month, I find the following entry 
made Oct. 29 "Plenty of corn, wheat, 
apples, etc." 
After the cold and wet 


spring of 1861 I find that in the fall we 
had good crops, but no fruit. 
Aud after 


the fearful spring of 1874 I find that we 
hai fair crops. After the cold and wet 
spring of 1870 I find in the fall this entry: 
"Immense hay crop; oats light; wheat 
excellent, but not a very heavy crop; 
corn a full average; potatoes fine and 
frnit abundant." This was at Msttoon, 
Illinois. And after the entry for April, 
18, 1879, 
as follows: "No gardens, no 


leaves, no flowers, no spring," I- find 
another entry made Oct. 10, of the same 
year, as follows: "Best crop for ye»rs; 
very hot summer; very hot now; tber 
mometer at 94 in the shade in October." 
So we miy yet hope to wear straw bate, 
linen dusters, and to have gardens, as 
well as to have some of our street cross- 
ings lifted op from below tbe level of tbe 
streets.

•TAX-PAYEB" AGAIN. 


EDITORS REPUBLICAN:-in continuing the 


subject of physicians' fees for making po»t 
mortem examinations In the Interest of medi- 
cal Jurisprudence, It is not the wish or Inten- 
tion to make It a personal matter between Dr. 
Walston and myself, aad least of all, Is It con- 
templated that the controversy shall disturb 
our existing relations. I regard tbe doctor as 
a good physician and a competent surgeon, but 
with many physicians and surgeons he holds 
opinions wl(h reference to bis professional du- 
ties to tbe elate wholly different from those 
entertained by other physicians and surgeons. 
And as tbe question at Issue is one of Import- 
ance, I trust you will be patient and give both 
parties a fair bearing. 
No injury can arise 


from fair discussion, and hence no subject of 
general interest should be held too sacred Cor 
Investigation, It may be that too much bas 
been conceded to the medical profession. One 
thlDgls certain: Thousands expect more of 
It than It can perform, whilst other thousands 
give it credit forwbot it docs not perform. 
Can a little shaking up come amiss as long as 
this state of things exists? 


The doctor seems to labor under the delu- 


sloe that the special set-rices rendered Johnson 
by tbe examination justified the fee charged, 
and Tax-payer is rather exultantly askod 
whether he would set any value on dollars and 
cents if Johnson was his son or brother. In 
the first place the doctor did not, attend Ibo 
call of the coroner as the attorney of John- 
eon; he went as a disinterested party, and it 
was only after the examination that be 
poused the cause of the accused. The results 
of tbe examination might bave turned out 
differently; and then, what about Johneon and 
bis friends, and the dollars and cents? But 
this whole attempted argument is a personal 
appeal to our sympathies, and is not allowable 
when a general principle is at lesue. 


The question Is not how much service ho 


rendered Johusoa, or how much be migbt 
have iendercd the state. 
In another and a 


different case he might not bo able to furnish 
evidence cither for the state or tbe prisoner, 
while a common day laborer, or even a tramp, 
might be able to convict or to set free the ac- 
cused. The question is one of principle, and It 
this: Shall physicians in aiding tbe end of jus- 
tice bo considered as set ftpart, anointed and 
circumcised, as it were, to enjoy peculiar ad- 
vantages over other wltuessess? This claim of 
physicians, In many localities at least, IB of re- 
cent origin. Tax-payer has in former yean 
been present on different occasions where 
physicians have been called to sit on ooroner's 
juries and to make po»t mortem examinations 
for the same, and where no extra fee was 
claimed or thought of being claimed. And II 
perchance a few dollars extra were allowed 
them on these occasions, the money v>ae re- 
ceived as an act of courtesy merely, «nd not 08 
a mark of superiority in aiding the endsoi 
justice. If tbe evidence of physicians always 
removed the difficulties In doubtful cases aud 
cleared the wav for the full exercise of jus- 
tice, these latter day claims of theirs "for val- 
uable services rendered" would have more 
weight.

eral rule, more conflicting and lets eatlstacto 
ry to Jurymen than all other evidence cooj 
blned. On what other grounds, then, will th'j 
base their clntius? Can they base them on au 
perlor skill and dexterity In making the fxts 
mortem? Not nt all, for there Is not a prsctl 
cal butcher In Decanir but what, wlihafew 
moments Instruction, can expose tbe brain or 
any other organ In the body, as neatly ant 
more expedltlously than any physician In our 
city. 


It will be found upon a full and linpartla 


Investigation of Ibis subject that tbe exorbl 
tant fees claimed by physicians for certain 
services, are not founded In justice or reason

tore of tbe Cemetery Association a resolution 
was passed requiring the sexton to enforce 
strictly the regulations conceruloir visitors 
These regulations permit any well behaved 
person to visit the grounds lo the day time 
but prohibit all persons: 


First—From entering the cemetery In any 
way but through The gates. 
Second -From picking any flowers, wild or 
cultivated, or brooking any tree, shrub o 
plant. 


Third—From writing upon, defacing or In 


jiirinit any monument, fence, or other struc- 
ture In or belonging to ih« cemetery. 


Fourth—Fr >m bringing eatab'es within the 
grounds 


Finh-From noisy and boisterous conduct 
Sixth—From leaving horses unfastened, o 


bltcliiDK 10 any tree or shrub within the 
grounds. 


Seventh—All persons, except lot owner 
when upon their own lots are required to COD 
fine theujeelves to the avenues and walks. 


The foregoing are the principal regulation 
to be observed. The first, second and seventh 
bave been heretofore moet frequently viola 
ted. Special atteniion is called to them, nnd 
to tbe fact that thuy will bo most rigidly eo 
forced. All lot owners and other visitors wbc 
are interested In tbe observance of good orde 
and decorum in the cemetery, are respectfully 
requested lo co-opcrato with us In the en 
forcemeat of these regulations.

A TRAGIC DEATH. 


ohn Buibsamen Ends His Earthly Ex- 


istence by Cutting His Own 


7)hroat. 


From Monday's Daily. 


On Saturday night soon after 11 o'clock John 


Buibsamen, an aged and well-known German 
Itlzen, was found dead upon tbe roof of n 
ne story building on East Main street, ocou- 
ilcd by H. Mueller, the gunsmith and plumb- 
er. He was last seen a few minutes before 
l o'clock in bis son's saloon, when ho took 
i key for the purpose of going into a we- 
ar oioset, but not returning within a reason- 
ible time, he was looked for and found upon 
tbe roof as stated with bis bead nearly sev- 
red from bis body, the result of outs Inflicted 
with a large butcher knUe by his own hands. 
After leaving the saloon he had gone up the 
narrow stairway leading to Philip Rulbsa- 
men's residence, and on reaching the landing 
he passed over onto the Mueller bullalng.took 
off his coat, vest and cap. and then deliberate- 
ly cut his throat with the knife whlcb be bad 
purchased during the previous afternoon at 
Close, Grlswold 4 Co's hardware'store. Tbe 
horrible deed was done In the centre of the 
gravel roof, which Is bespattered with blood, 
and after tbe suicide fell be dragged himself 
about 10 feet in a diagonal direction to within 
a foot of the edge of the roof where he ex- 
pired. The coroner was notified of the tragic 
death, and the verdict of the Jury was ren- 
dered In accordance with the above facts, tba 
cause of the rash act being attributed to In- 
sanity brought on by grief on account of tbo 
death of tbe suicide's wife which took place 
about three months ago. Last week tho sui- 
cide endeavored to got possession of a long 
knife at Mueller's establishment,but ea It was 
a tool lu constant use, his request was refus- 
ed, He was not In good health, having fre" 
quently complained of palpitation of tho 
heart, which troubled him considerably at 
times. When his wife died he bad a large 
knife in his possession with which It was 
feared he intended to kill himself, and It was 
taken from him. He tben stated he would 
not be alive three months from that time. 


Mr. Rulbsamen was born In Rhine-Bavaria, 


Germany, In 1808, and was 73 yean of ace., He 
came to America In 1850. and had resided In 
Decatur for 18 years.,. He leaves, four grown 
children, Philip, Jacob and George Rulbsamen, 
of this city, and Mrs. Kloler, who resides at 
Mattoon. Be was tbe father of Mrs. Edward 
Harpstritc and Mrs. Fisher, both of whom aro 
dead. The deceased was a German of many 
excellent qualities of head and heart, and was 
greatly attached to bis children. 


Tbe funeral will take place from tho resi- 


dence of Philip Rulbeamou at 4 four o'clock 
this afternoon. The funeral services will be 
conducted at the grave by Hev. D. P. Dunn.

Ooe week from next Tuesday, that 


is, on the 19th inst., the voters of Deoa 
tar will be called upon to decide whether 
the city shall abandon the charter un- 
der which its present municipal govern- 
ment is conducted, and organize under 
the general incorporation law of 1872. 
This same question has been twioe be- 
fore submitted to the people of Deoatar, 
and on both occasions the proposition to 
reorganize was voted down, a light vote 
being cast at each of these elections. 
Under the original act of 1872, the 
question of changing from a special 
charter to the general law could only 
be submitted once in four years, bat an 
amendment adopted by the present leg- 
islature authorizes its submission once 
every year, upon petition of the requi- 
site number of voters. 
The act itself 


is too lengthy for our columns, but we 
propose to notice some of ita more 
prominent features, from day to day, 
during the time intervening between 
now and the election. 


The opening sections of the act pro 


vide for the manner of its submission, 
the notice of election, the form -of bal- 
lots, etc. It is also provided that whcp 
a city changes its organization under 
this act all rights and property of every 
kind and description which were vested 
io the old aorporation shall be deemed 
to be vested in the new, and no suit or 
prosecution of any kind shall be affect- 
ed by such change, but the same shall 
stand and progress as if no change bad 
been made. All ordinances, reiolutions, 
etc., in force when the change is made, 
continue in full force and effect until 
repealed or amended. 


The elective officers under the gen- 


eral charter are the mayor, city olerk, 
attorney and treasurer, who bold their 
office* for the term of two years, bat 
the treasurer oanaot be elected twioe 
in succession. 
The elections occur on 


the third Tuesday of April in each 
rear. The number of aldermen com- 
>osiog the oily council is regulated 
according to population. 
In cities not 


exceeding 3,000 inhabitants there are 
six aldermen ; exceeding 3,000 but not 
exceeding 5,000, eight aldermen ; ex- 
ceeding 5,000 but not exceeding 10,000, 
ten aldermen ; exceeding 10,000 but 
not exceeding 30,000, fourteen alder- 
men, and two additional aldermen for 
every 20,000 inhabitants over 30)000, 
but the number must not exceed thirty- 
six aldermen in any case. The alder- 
men bold their office for the term of; 
two years, and at the first election 
under the act the full number of which 
the council is composed shall be, elect- 
ed, and at their first meeting shall be 
divided by lot into two classes, those 
of one class holding for one year and 
the remainder for two years, after which1 


election one-half the Dumber are to be 
elected each year, lor the full term of 
three years. The qualifications and 
duties of the mayor and aldermen are 
specifically set forth in the act,' and do 
not materially differ from the require- 
ments of the special charter under 
which we are now aoting. 


Tha proposed charter 
alters the 


qualifications of voters at city elections 
n this : our present charter requires a 
residence of six months in the city, in 
addition to the qualifications which en- 
title a person to vote at a state election; 
the general charter requires but thirty 
days' residence in the municipality, to 
entitle a legal voter of the state to 
vota at a city election. 


The powers of the city council will be 


the subject of another article.

Answer to "Tax-Payer"—Post Mortem 


Examination Fees, fto, 


The writer of that inquiry in yester- 


day's REPUBLICAN was either igoorant of 
the nature,character and usenof poft mor- 
tem esaminatioae, or else is a doctor illy 
qualified for his business, with liule to do 
and less ability to do it. 


I was summoned by the officers of the 


law to go before the coroaer'a court, and 
1 obeyed, but refused to operate 
until 


partial fees for my services were secured. 
I waa not loating around, as I have DO 
donbt ''Tax-payer" would have been, 
waiting for something to turn up by which 
I could make a few dollars. My time in 
my office was worth far more to me than 
the fees allowed for my services in thai 
post Inionem examination. 
There was 


nothing else—there could have been no 
other means by which Ihe ends of justice 
could have been subserved and the ends 
of the law met, but a post mortem, by 
some one who knew what should be found 
and what should not—what was Ihe result 
of that blow and what was not. If John- 
son has a ghost of a chance to escape the 
state prison, it is by tne result of that 
examination. Tbe result of that examin- 
ation thoroughly convinced 
me 
that 


Johnson is an innocent man, and only 
needs the whole truth to not only give 
him his freedom—that blessed boon of 
innocence—but also to liquidate him from 
blame. Go ask Johnson what he thinks 
it worth. If Johnson was "Tax-payer's" 
son, or brother, would he set any value 
in dollars aod cents upon it? But, says 
"Tax-payer," "it was too much money 
for the lime and skill consumed and used 
in the examination." My reply to this Is 
that "Tax-payer'1 values my time by the 
worth of his own. My lime for the last 
three years has 
been worth to me 


far more than I qould make if I had 
bad two post mortem examinations dally, 
at those figures. During the last month 
I did eight operations for crossed eyes 
alone, at an average of llfty dollars each. 
Why did not those people call on Tax- 
payer and get it done for fifty cents each ? 
I mention this because it is one of the 
most common .and most simojje, yet by no 
means the most expensive. Joe Jefferson, 
the great actor, who will soon appear 
here at our opera house, paid ten thousand 
dollars for an operation on bis eyes. He 
did not Know of Tax-payer, else he would 
aave saved all but fifty cents. 


Another feature of tbis case is that by 


tbe facts obtained in that pest mortem 
my testimony may be of such a nature as 
to lake me into an adjoining county in 
case of a change of venue, but Tax-payer 
would consider it loo much if I received 
more than one dollar a day. Tax-payer 
does not know that there is as much 
danger to an operator in a post mortem 
as in any battle of our late war. Muny a 
better man than either Tax-payer or my- 
self has lost bis life by such work. 


Now,, furthermore, I want to say thai 


this .fee should have been fifty dollars 
instead of twenty).and it I.should have a 
favorable opportunity to try the matter 
before our circuit court, I shall mbsl cer- 
tainjy know, and give Tax-payer an1 


opportunity to know, if it is not wiirth it 
to ,the cpupty, to the.law, and to justice?

The necessity of making post 
mortem examinations, and of having compe- 
tent men to do tbe work, is not called in ques- 
tion; butwbetberthe public sua'l be charged 
exorbitant fees for the same, is quite another 
thing. 


The doctor acknowledges that be demanded 


a portion of bis fee before be would enitage 
in the examination. In view of tbo importance 
of such examinations to the accused on tbe 
one band,and to tbe public on the otber, was 
there not a spice of effrontery In this demand? 
It would be a very extraordinary act in a com- 
mon mechanic to refuse to aid ID securing tho 
ends»f justice without having first secured 
a portion of his legal pay. Such an nttempt 
would likely land him In Jail. 
Why should 


physicians claim sucheT.traordlnaryprlvileues? 


One excuse for blgh charges Is that, having 


made tbe examination, the.physician might 
have to attend court to explain, what he did or 
did not Qnd. He might even be called into an 
ad oinirjg county on a change of venue. Sup- 
pose this should betbecasc; do not others at- 
tend court aa witnesses? Is not the banker, 
tbo merchant, mechanic, artisan, farmor and 
common laborer liable to be called at any time 
for like purposes? Only a few years ago, In 
Central Illinois, a circuit Ju4ge, one afternoon 
In the m'ontn'o'f May, had" occasion to demand 
of the sheriff that one hundred men from the 
country districts be brought into 'court against 
Boon on the following day, and the order was 
as fully accompliseed as was possible under 
the circumstances. ^Eyery one of them'was 
called from a lucrative employment, for It was 
In the midst of corn planting tfme, and some 
ofithem7de\alned at court until" their crops 
w'erie partially put.

ID addition to tbe elective officers 


provided for by the general charter, and 
wbioh were enumerated in a former 
article, the act provides that the conn- 
oil may, by an ordinance passed by a 
vote of two-thirds of all the aldermen 
elected, provide for tbe election by the 
legal voters of the city, or the appoint- 
ment by tbe mayor with the approval 
of the council, of a city collector, a city 
marshal, a superintendent of streets, a 
corporation counsel, a city comptroller, 
or any or either of them, and such 
other officers as the council may deem 
expedient. 
The offices created in this 


way may be abolished in tbe same man- 


ner, by a like vote, to take effect at the 
end of tbe then fiscal year. 


Generally speaking, the powers of 


tbe city council and the duties uf offi- 
cers -are more clearly and specifically 
defined in tbe general charter than in 
the present one, and less is left to be 
decided by the opinions of the lawyers. 


MUSIClPAL FINANCES. 


Tbe general incorporation law intro- 


duces some innovations in the matter 
of appropriations which it would be 
well for the public to understand. The 
practice under tbe present charter is 
for the council to make appropriations 
at any time during the year, as the

The general charter provides 
that the city council shall, within tbe 
irst quarter of the fiscal year, pass ao 
ordinance to be termed the annual 
appropriation bill, in wbioh such sums 
of money as may be deemed necessary 
shall be appropriated for the payment 
of all necessary expenses and liabilities 
of the corporation for the fiscal year, 
specifying the objects and purposes for 
which such appropriations are made, 
and the amount of money fixed for each. 
No further appropriations are to be 
made at any other time during the fis- 
cal year, unless the proposition to make 
such appropriation has been sanctioned 
by a majority of tbe legal voters, either 
by a petition signed by them, or at a 
general or special election duly called 
therefor. 
It is specifically provided 


tbat neither tbe council, nor any officer 
or department of tbe municipality, shall 
add to the oorporation expenditures in 
any given year anything over and above 
the amount provided for in the annual 
appropriation bill, and no expenditure 
for an improvement to be paid for out 
ol tbe general oorporation fund shall 
exceed in any year the amount provided 
for such improvement in the annual 
appropriation bill. 
A proviso is added 


to this section, however, authorizing 
the council to make appropriations by

ERS OP THE CITY COUACli. 


Tlic powers bestowed upon the city 


council by the general incorporation 
law — upon the adoption of which the 
voters of Deoatur »re to decide on tbe 
19th inst. — include all those granted 
by our pressot charter, together with 
-some additional powers as well as re- 
strictions that arc of considerable im- 
portance. 
While the present charter 


authorizes the city council to suppress 
house; of ill-fame, the general charter 
.gives the council jurisdiction for this 
purpose in all places "within 
three 


miles of the outer boundaries of the 
city," — an extension of power that 
should meet with the approval of every 
good oitiien. The general c'uarter also 
l^ovsdes that no license granted by the 
council to sell intoxicating liquors shall 
extend "beyond the municipal year io 
which it shall be granted" — a restric- 
tion of the powers enjoyed under the 
prese&t charter, the exercise of which, 


made neoessarj by casualty or accident 
happening after the annual appropria- 
tion is made. 


The intent of thc^e very restrictive 


provisions of the general incorporation 
aw is plain. The recklessness prac- 
ticed by many corporations in Illinois, 
in the matter of unnecessary improve 
merits, running into the wildest extrav- 
agances, induced the legislature to put 
such a provision in ^ie law us would 
compel the authorities to determine at 
the opening of the year the amount ol 
money that should be spent, and appro- 
priate it all at one time. 
Corporations 


lire but individuals in the aggregate, 
and are more likely to scan carefully 
the budget of yearly expenses when 
presented to them in hulk at one time, 
than 
it' they were scattered 
along 


through a twelve-month and only seen 
by piecemeal.

THE"TEAB WITHOUT A SUMMER."

We continue to receive occasional in- 


quiries concerning the "year in which 
there was DO summer." Some persons 
appear to have a wrong idea as to the 
tine. . It was the year 1916. It bad 
been called the "year without a sum- 
mer," for there was sharp frost in every 
month. There are old farmers still 
living in Conneotiout who remember it 
well. It was known as tbe "year with- 
out a summer." 
The farmers used to 


reter to it as "eighteen hundred and 
starve to death." 
January was mild, 


as was also February, with the excep- 
tion of a few days. The greater part of 
March was cold and boisterous. 
April 


opened warm, but grew colder as it ad- 
vanced, ending with snow and ice and 
winter cold. 
In May ice formed half 


an inch thick, buds and flowers were fro- 
zen and corn killed, 
snow were common in 


Frost, 
Jnne. 


ice and 
Almost 


ejery green thing was killed, and the 
fruit was nearly all destroyed. 
Snow 


fell to tbe depth of three inches in 
Maine. 
July was accompanied with 


frost and ice. 
On the 5th ice was 


formed of the thickness of window 
glass in New York, JN?w England and 
Pennsylvania, and corn was nearly all 
destroyed in certain sections. In Au- 
gust ice formed half an inch thick. 
A 


cold northern wind prevailed nearly all 
summer. 


Corn was so frozen thet a great deal 


was cut down and dried for fodder. 
Very little ripened in New England, 
even here in Connecticut, and scarcely 
any even in the Middle States. Far- 
mers were obliged to pay (4 or $5 & 
bushel of corn for 1815, for seed for 
tbe next spring's planting.

ELECTION NEXT 8ATOBDAT. 


We do not mean of a railroad, but of « 


school district -an office of far more import- 
ance than that of any railroad in our COMB- 
ly. We sometimes think that any one oi- 
fairaverage ability could manipulate a raijv^ 
road, but we are now thorjugbly convinc- 
ed that it require: a man of high average 
capacity to act successfully in the respoa 
sible position of school director. Sayini; 
nothing about the necessary qualification; 
of the man selected for the position, the 
various duties incumbent upon him aie 
sufficient to call our attention to the selcc 
lion of the very beat men in our commu- 
nity for this office. Let us look at what 
they must be held responsible for, viz 
One of the three must keep a record of nil , 
tbe official acts of tbe board; these act; 
must be earned to the township treasurer 
at staled times for his inspection; they 
must bold regular and special meetings, 
they must report all necessary statistics to 
tbe treasurer annually; they must make a 
detailed report of their receipts and ex- 
penditures for the year at each annual 
election and file this with the treasurer 
within five days of the election; they 
shall report all illiteracy; they must de- 
liver the poll-book to the treasurer within 
ten days of the election: they (the judges) 
are liable to a fine for not returning poll- 
book; they cannot be interested in any 
contract in whichthedistrictislnterestect, 
they must sustain a school at least five 
months In the year; they may levy a tax 
for repairing or improving the bouse, for 
procuring fue), furniture, libraries and 
apparatus, and for all other Incidental 
expenses whatever; they may sell district 
property; they determine which treasurer 
(when district lies In two townships) shall 
hold a fund, they are a body politic; may 
sue and be sued; they are liable for bal- 
ance due teacher*, for debts contracted, 
etc.

duties not enumerated above, many of 
which are of more Importance than the 
preceding. I* this not to office of some 
importance? Should we not selectmen 
of the very belt business qualifications?

KANSAS boasts that, while foreign

No doubt the refu- 
gees have suffered not a little, and so 
have poor people everywhere, but the 
most intelligent and best informed peo 
pie in Kansas have always objected to 
hpving the State held up to view as a 
beggar for the means to support the 
men and women who were expected to 
become useful citizens in the near fu- 
ture. 
And this view was held without 


any intention of disparaging those who 
ha.ve devoted much time and labor to 
caring for tbe homeless negroes. 


Iron Wedding. 


A Pomeranian paper saya that an old 


couple inhabiting the small town of 
Swinernuende, on the borders af the 
Baltic, celebrated lately tbe rare anni- 
versary of nn "iron wedding" commem- 
orative of sixty-five years of married 
life.

THE wonderful growth of the telephone 


was shown in the statement made al the 
annual meeling of Ihe Bell Telephone 
Company the other day. The company 
had al the beginning of the year 138 tele- 
phone exchanges in operation with 60,873 
instruments in use. 
To-day there are 


408 exchanges, or about to open, with an 
aggregate of 132,092 instruments 
The 


increase of instruments also includes 21,- 
000 from the Gold & Stock Telegraph 
Company. Previous to Feb. 20 last year 
2,800 instruments had been exported'— 
Last year the number exported reached 
16,141. In Ihe United States there are 
only nine cities with a population of over 
10,000 and only one cily of 15,000 without 
a telephone exchange. There are now 
nearly 75 instruments in operation in De- 
catur. The indications are that the num- 
ber will be doubled w,thin six mouths or 
ayear.

hud upon the sill and floor. She gave 
he alarm, and soon Dr. Sibleyand anum- 
ier ef people gathered at the scene. On 
xamination 
it was found lhal 
tbe 


loctor was dead. 
The cause of the 


death 
will 
be reported by the jury 


at the coroner's inquest, which will 
be held this evening. The doctor was 
ound lying upon his back on the fioor 
near the door, and close by was a chair, 
upon which were found his gold specta- 
cles, which he had doubtless placed there 
)efore or after falling down. 


At 9 o'clock be appeared to be iu his 


usual health, and conversed with T. M. 
Wells and E. S. McDonald, Esq., who 
ast aaw him in Ibe operating room at 
work at the lathe. Soon after 9 o'clock, 
?red. Walters called at the office and had 


i of his teeth operated upon by the 


doctor,"who did not then appear to be ill. 


The sad news of the death of tbe doctor 


was communicated to Mrs. Dawkins by 
Dr. Sibley at aboul 1:30 o'clock. 


Tbe deceased was about 45 years of 


age, and has liyed in Decatur a dozen 
years or more. 
He was a native of Ken- 


tucky, and served during the war as major 
of the 6th Kentucky Infantry (Union,) 
participating in the bloody battles of 
Sbilob, Stone River and Cbicamauga.— 
He leaves a wife and three children, who 
will receive the warm sympathy of all oar 
pe«ple in their terrible bereavement.

Eugene Cussins who has lately arrived 


in the cily from Joliet, relates an inter- 
esting circumstance in connection with 
C. C. Davis, who gol 14 yeari in ihe state 
penitentiary for the murder of Berry 
Johnson. 
Davis' during his checkered 


career in Decalur was always up to all 
sorts of tricks, and is Ibe originator of 
the sporting couplet— 


"It's a sucker that never tummies, 
And a thoroughbred that never grumbles." 
Cussins says Davis made an unsuccess- 


ful attempt to escape from tbe prison re- 
cently. He managed to induce a convict 
to put him into a kindling box and nail 
him in securely. 
Everything worked to 


suit Davis until the men put tbe box on a 
wagon to be hauled from the prison. 
Then Davis' accomplice got frightened, 
and fearing that the escape on being dis- 
covered would implicate him, be gave 
tbe whole thing away to the great disgust 
of tbe tricky convict then confined in the 
box. On being taken out he looked de- 
cidedly sheepish. 
The prison officials 


have ornamented Davis' limbs with a ball 
and chain as a punishment for bis at- 
tempt to escape, and have given him 
harder work to endnre. He will wear the 
jewelry un til t'ht fflcials are convinced 
that he is completely sobdued.

WASHINGTON. 


The Senate Still Enjoy- 


ing Itself. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 12.—Tbe 


general ruu of Senatorial opinion to- 
day appears to be to tbe effect that the 
present dead-look will last all summer. 
For the first time no hope is expressed 
by those consulted of coming te any 
satisfactory conclusion or reaching an 
executive session before the next meet- 
ing of Congress. Whether any new 
points have become manifest, or the 
limit of Senatorial faith, hope and 
charity has been reached ia not stated. 
It is evident, however, that a feeling of 
despondency is uppermost to-day. In 
consequence of thia the Senate ad- 
journed at a very early hour. There 
was a conspicuous absence of a quorum 
for one thing, but a call of tbe Senate 
was avoided by attention being called 
to tbe fact by Senator Dawes woen tbe 
usual motion of the Democrats to go 
into executive session was made. It is 
believed that with tbe first week of tbe 
boated term the Senate will dwindle to 
a more nothing, and that no public 
business can be attended to, 
even if 


desired. 
A Republican Senator was 


asked to-day what would bo done in tbe 
event that the Senate ehould be left 
without a quorum. 
He replied that 


bo did not believe this would occur, as 
many of tbe pairs were made upon tbe 
condition that the Senator remaining 
here might vote to make a quoium , 
tut, be added, if 
Senators enough 


should pair and gi> home to leave the 
Senate without a quorum, that the Re- 
publicans would leave here Senators 
enough to watoh the proceedings and 
adjourn from day to day, and he sup- 
posed the Democrats would do like- 
wise. In any event, he believed the 
session would continue through 
the 


summer, Another theory is that when 
it has been sufficiently demonstrated to 
the satisfaction of both parties that 
nothing can be done by remaining in 
session, ihe President will be notified 
ol that conclusion, and he will there- 
upon prorogue the Senate under sec- 
tion 3, article 2, of tbe Constitution. 
Having thus got rid of his inoumbrance, 
the President may appoint officials to 
fill vacancies daring the recess, subject 
to the approval of the Senate when it 
next meets in regular session in Decem 
ber. 
It is thought by some that such 


an emergency might be considered as 
one of those "extraordinary occasions," 
provided for in the Constitution, when 
the President may adjourn either one 
or both houses 
of Congress. 
This 


would unquestionably meet tbe appro- 
bation of the country at large, which 
will soon weary of the present sense- 
less wrangle over a few party offices. 


From prevailing gossip a good deal 


of confidence is expressed io tbe finan- 
cial policy of Secretary Windom as pro- 
mulgated last night. Several national 
bants which are large holders of the 6 
per cents notified the Treasury to-day 
that they would not present their 6's, 
bat woald accept the proposition of the 
Secretary to have the interest sealed at 
3£ per cent. A report was in circula- 
tion about tbe Capitol to-day that » 
syndicate had already been formed in 
New York to bay up all the Govern- 
ment 6s not BO retained, on the theory 
that money can be made out of them at 
3i per cent 
after July

It is pro- 
nounced by a leading Democrat as far 
preferable to the bill over which such a 
bitter contest was waged last session. 
JBo now thinks 3J per cent., without 
the expense of negotiating and putting 
on the market, and without placing tbe 
power of redemption beyond reach of 
tie government for a long time, prefer- 
able to a new 3 per cent bond with 
these drawbacks. The plan is approved 
also by Greenbaokers, who were opposed 
to any refunding bill.
